All the wall paper manufacturers of the country, to- 
gether with the leading jobbers in that line, arrived in 
New York on Monday of this week for the annual exhibi- 
tion of the new designs for next season. Fifty-two factories 
are this year represented in the display, which is an un- 
usually fine one. Among the hundreds of jobbers in town 
all sections of the country are represented. As in years 
past, the Gilsey House is the headquarters of most of the 
manufacturers, although a number of them are showing 
their samples at the Grand, the Hotel 


Victoria.

Nearly all the local concerns have rooms at the 
hotels in addition to special displays at their salesrooms 
For this and next week the inspection of the new pat 
terns will be in progress. 

In the annual conference of the manufacturers and deal 
ers brought about by these exhibitions the fact has been 
disclosed that all hands have had a fairly prosperous year.

have .done a more profitable business than those which

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MORE LIFE IN TRADE. 


Encouraging Reports From Various Quarters and a Heavy 
Fall Trade Is Anticipated — Western Business 
More Active. 


The members of the New York trade who happen to be 
at the helm at this time are evidently more interested in 
the outlook for the fall business than in the sales for this 
month. The reports from the dealers who are on deck 
during these trying dog days are all in the same strain 
when the subject of the current demand is mentioned. 
“Quiet,” “dull” and “very quiet” are the words most in 
use by them to hit off the present situation, but when the 
prospect for the fall trade is referred to they, in common 
with the manufacturers, indulge in prophesies of big busi- 
ness just as soon as the summer season comes to an end. 
In the present dullness even some of them see an augury 
of a strong reaction, as they recall the old saying that a 
heavy fall trade always follows a quiet summer. In the 
trade reports of the steel and iron and other industries 
and the outlook for big crops the sanguine ones in the 
trade see reasons enough to confirm their prophesy of a 
great demand for paper. With the setting in of that de 
mand they aiso look for a considerably stiffening in prices 
The stocks now on hand at some of the mills, they think, 
will not be unloaded at a sacrifice, as each manufacturer 
will want to profit all he can by the enlarged demand. As 
bearing out this opinion the present attitude of a number 
of manufacturers in refusing business for future delivery 
on the basis of prevailing quotations is in point. One 
manufacturer, when offered a large order this week for 
delivery over the next few months, declined to “load up,” 
as he put it, because he wanted to be in shape to profit by 
the advance in prices, which he felt was coming. His case, 
it is said, is typical of the attitude of many of the mill 
men. On quick delivery orders, however, most of them 
are willing to accept business at about the market rates, 
which for all but the high grade standard papers are com 
paratively low. 


Holyoke Business Holding Up Well.

Dayton, Ohio, August 14, 1905.—In all quarters there 
seems to be a growing sentiment that conditions within 
the next few weeks will place the paper trade on what 
may be termed “Easy street,” expressed in the parlance of 
the street. Whether the manufacturers are so fortunate 
as to “walk on velvet,” however, is not the question of 
general discussion here The vital topic pertains to the 
present state of business and the methods of correcting 
certain alleged abuses, which may result in a more satis- 
factory regular trade. The revision of price lists is one 
of the more important subjects which many believe should 
be given earnest attention, and, if necessary, concerted 
action. However, the contingent of mill men is yet to be 
found which will take the initiative. Most of the valley 
manufacturers believe it is policy to handle their own 
business according to their own way of logking at present 
and prospective conditions, and it is little doubted that 
they will continue to run their own business in the way 
which commends itself to their best judgment. Invariably 
they have met conditions in the past, and they expected to 
do so this fall. With prospects apparently of the bright 
est there is no reason why the valley should not be flooded 
with orders, of afl descriptions within another fortnight

FOREIGN NOTEs. 


The Government of Chili has granted to Sefiora Lauren 
cia C. de Solcinihac the sole right of manufacturing pulp 
for paper making purposes, from the Quila plant. The lady 
has just passed her concession to the Industrial and Agri 
cultural Society of Huito. 


Forsvik’s Paper Mill, Sweden, has, within the last few 
days, been sold by the C. F. Wennerbergs Company, Ltd., 
Jénképing, to an association of the principal Gothenburgers 
who, under the name of Forsvik’s Company, Ltd., will con 
tinue the manufacture of paper there. 

Considerable extensions of the works of the Leipziger 
Schnellpressen Fabrik A. G., vormals Schmiers, Werner 
& Stein, in Leipzig, Germany, have been decided upon 
and some 150,000 square metres of land near the railway 
station of Markranstadt, near Leipzig, have been acquired 
for the purpose. 


It is announced that G. Assan, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce at Bucharest, Turkey, intends to erect a mill 
for manufacturing fine papers, chiefly imitation Japanes 
sorts, which continue to be imported from abroad, not 
withstanding the recent increase in the duty. The capital 
of the new concern will be $500,000. 

The alterations carried out by the Graflich von 
3ocholtz’sche Papier Cellulose and Holtzstoff Fabriken, 
in Alme, Westphalia, Germany, have greatly increased the 
water power. All the pulp required for the paper mills 
will now be made on the spot. Julius Ritter has suc 
ceeded A. Schlegel in the management 

lhe Association of French Paper Makers lately met at 
Paris and resolved to petition the Government to intro 
duce an export duty on rags. It was stated, owing to a1 
export duty in Russia and Austria, rags could not be ob 
tained from those countries, and therefore the small sup 
ply at home ought to be prevented from going out. 

According to statistics brought up to July 1, submitted 
by the Tremasseforeningen, there are hardly any stocks of 
Norwegian wood pulp left, the unsold quantity for de 
livery this year being also a very small one. Owing to a 
far greater quantity than usual at this time of the year hay 
ing also been sold for delivery 1906, the position of the 
market is described as a good one, from the exporters’ 
point of view. 

Russian paper mills have been seriously affected owing 
to the general depression in trade and the war in the East 
Recent dividend announcements include the following 
K. P. Petschatkin’s Heirs, in Krasneo-Selo, 8% per cent 
Okulower Paper Mills, M. J. Passburg, 4 per cent.; Rev 
aler Actien Papier Fabrik, E. J. Johannson, 7.50 roubles 
per share; and the Baltic Cellulose Company in Schlock, 
near Riga, 35 roubles per share. 

Che following dividends have recently been announced 
in German paper establishments: Papierfabrik Schwinden 
hammer, A.G., in Turkheim, Alsatia, 6 per cent.; Conrad 
Deines, Jr., A.G., Etiketten Fabrik, in Hanau a M.,°4 pet 
cent.; Pommersche Papierfabrik Hohenkrug, in Hohen- 
krug, near Muhlenbeck, Pommerania, 7 per cent.; Masch 
inenfabrik, Rockstroh und Schneider Nachfolger A.G., in 
Heidenau bei Pirna a Elbe, 6 per cent., and Vereinigte 
Strohstoff Fabriken, in Coswig, Saxony, 6 per cent 

The German Stationers’ Society (Papier Industric 
Verein) devotes a section of its organization to protecting 
its members against bad payers in the paper buying and 
using trades. To this end it circulates at regular inter 
vals confidential lists of these gentry, based upon par 
ticulars received from members. Two hundred and twen 
ty-two such lists were sent out during the last business 
year, at the end of which an alphabetical index to the 
names mentioned on the lists furnished during the pre 
vious twelve months was also posted, thus facilitating 
reference. It having been found that, in some cases, the 
particulars communicated by members appeared to have 
been in part dictated by temper or bad feeling, such letters 
have been returned to their senders, with an intimation 
that facts only are required. 

According to a British consular report issued for the 
vear 1904, by Vice Consul H. du Vallon, paper of all kinds 
was received at the port of Salonica, Turkey, as follows: 
Cigarette paper to the value of £24,000; writing paper, 
£15,000; cardboard, £1,000; hangings, £3,200, and packing 
paper, £6,000. The figures for 1903 were: Cigarette pa 
per, £20,000; writing paper, £10,500; cardboard, £4,000: 
hangings, £3,200; packing paper, £6,000. The principal 
countries from which the supplies of cigarette, writing 
paper and cardboard are drawn is Austria-Hungary, whil 
Germany and the United Kingdom are responsible for 
hangings and packing paper. The consul says that out ot 
£24,000 of cigarette paper, £18,000 were of Austro-Hun 
garian origin. The quality of this paper is very bad (good 
cigarette paper is not to be obtained in Turkey), and there 
should be an opening for a good quality at a low price in 
this country, where such enormous quantities of cigarettes 
are consumed. 
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THE SCHUYLKILL RIVER. 


Report by Philadelphia Department of Public Health as to 
Conditions Along the Stream—References to Vari- 
ous Mills and Their Methods. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA,“ August 15, 1905.—In the official report 
just made by Chief Medical Inspector Cairns to the De 
partment of Public Health and Charities on the inspection 
of the Schuylkill-River from Reading to Philadelphia, 
there are commented upon only a few of the paper mills 
located upon that stream. 

In the entire report of eleven typewritten pages the only 
references to paper mills in it are in full as follows: 

“There was nothing objectionable in the material dis 
charged from the Hamilton Paper Mills at Lafayette. In 
the manufacture of paper only the purest water can be 
used. At this mill spring water only is used. In making 
pulp the material is boiled under a pressure of 40 pounds 
and treated with caustic lime and carbonate of soda, and 
as much as possible of this is recovered to be used over 
again. The chemical composition of water that does 
escape is said to contain a small portion of carbonate of 
lime and soda. It may be possible that the fluid portion 
from the waterclosets finds its way into the river through 
wells that are not as tight as they should be. 

“The Philadelphia Paper Company, on the upper end of 
Nixon Island, has for years dumped old rags, carpets, &c., 
upon the bank of the river. There are hundreds of tons 
of this foul and filthy material lying on the bank of the 
river. They are hauling load after load of this disease 
breeding filth, and the stench arising therefrom is nau- 
seating. The conditions here are the same as last inspec- 
tion.” 

“North of DeKalb Street Bridge, Bridgeport, an old 
paper mill, at present not in use, borders one of the small 
creeks (a tributary of the canal), upon whose banks are 
stored piles of rags, old paper, pulp and manure. 

“The Diamond State Fibre Company, Bridgeport, con- 
tribute four sluices, emptying dyes. Along the bank, on 
the property of the Diamond State Fibre Company, is 
stored manure, old paper, pulp, rags and other refuse.” 


Trouble Over a Playing Card Formulae Book.

KALAMAzOo, Mich., August 14, 1905.—A peculiar case has 





recently been brought to the attention of the police officials 
of this city in an effort to locate a formule book stolen 
from the United Siates Playing Card Company at Cincin- 
nati by one of its employees. 

This formulz book, valued at $40 by the company, but in 
reality said to be worth many thousands of dollars, con 
tains all the receipts for mixing inks employed by the com 
pany and it has taken years of labor and study to compile 
the same and the secret processes therein cannot be re 
placed, as the book in question is the only one in existence 

James Collins, an employee of the company in the capa 
city of ink mixer, has been arrested charged with the crime 
In the process of ferreting out the case a detective came to 
Kalamazoo from Cincinnati for the express purpose of 
seeing Dennis Kelly and Edward Clausmeyer, two men in 
the employ of the Kalamazoo Paper Box and Playing Card 
Company, and about six months ago in the service of the 
United States people. As former acquaintances of Collins 
it was thought they might have some knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the book, but they could give no clue of 
any value. An attempt was also made by the detective to 
implicate the two Kalamazooans in the theft, but it proved 
1 miserable failure and the detective left the city as much 
at sea as when he came here. H. 


Cornerstone of the Oglesby Paper Mill.

MippLerown, Ohio, August 14, 1905.—Fifty-three years 
ago the first paper mill in Middletown was built by John 
W., Edwin and Samuel Erwin. It was on the site of the 
present plant of the William B. Oglesby Paper Company 
it First street and the hydraulic. 

Last Saturday afternoon the cornerstone of the latest 
of Middletown’s paper mills was laid with stmple cere- 
mony. This is to be the second of the Oglesby mills. It 
will be built on the west bank of the hydraulic. John 
Omwake came up from Cincinnati to lay the cornerstone, 
ind with him came Samuel J. Murray, the father of play- 
ing card making in this country. The stone is in the 
north corner of the new mill. Assisting in the stone lay 
ing, which was “well and truly” done, were officers of the 
local company, President and Treasurer L. T. Martin, of 
the W. B. Oglesby Paper Company, and F. W. Becker, its 
ecretary. Mr. Omwake is president of the United States 
Playing Card Company and its auxiliary concerns, the 
United States Printing Company, the United States Lith- 
graphing Company and the United States Card Company. 

On the old mill was a tablet on which was inscribed: 
Built in 1852 by John W., Edwin and Samuel Erwin. 
Che first paper mill in Middletown.” 
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A new tablet will take its place and is now ready to be 
put up. It bears the 


inscription of the old one, with this 
addition: “Rebuilt in 1905 by the Wm. B. Oglesby Paper 
Company. L. T. Martin, president and treasurer: F. W 
Becker, secretary.” 


Two Sudden Deaths in Mishawaka Mill. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE F THE PAPER TRAIL URNAL. ] 


ELKHART, Ind., August 14, 1905.—Henry Watt, of South 
Bend, foreman in the paper making department of the 
Mishawaka Paper and Pulp Company, was almost instantly 
killed last [Tuesday forenoon. Mr. Watt, Ben Heick and 
William Willett were engaged in replacing a broken shaft. 
He was upon a ladder at the time directing the work and 
the machinery below was in operation. Suddenly the foot 
of the ladder began to slip on the wet floor, and before he 
could get hold of anything the top had slid off the steel 
shaft and he was precipitated upon a belt which was run- 
ning around a pulley revolving at the rate of several hun- 
dred revolutions per minute. One leg was caught in the 
belt and he was thrown with terrible force upon the ce- 
ment floor. Death was due to a fracture of the skull. Mr. 
Watt was forty-five years old. While talking of the death 
of Watt, William Grau, of South Bend, who had worked 
with the former at the Indiana Raper Mills for nearly four- 
teen years, became so agitated over the tragic death that 
the excitement brought on heart failure and death followed 
in a few minutes. 


C. H. Sawyer Resigns, 


Bancor, Me., August 12, 1905.—Chas. H. Sawyer, who 
for the past nine years has held the responsible position 
of manager of the Orono Pulp and Paper Company at 
Basin Mills, has resigned his position, but will continue 
to hold an interest there. It will be remembered that 
Charles and Robert Sawyer were among the foremost pro 
moters of this company. 

In 1891 the Bangor Pulp and Paper Company was or 
ganized in Bangor, and secured a lease of the Orono Pulp 
and Paper Company’s plant at Basin Mills. The follow- 
ing year, 1892, in the month of September, a digester blew 
up in the mill, injuring a number of employees and kill 
ing one or more. This came at a time when pulp was high 
and in great demand, so that there was a great loss of 
business as well as cost of repairs and settling damage 
suits. In 1893 the Bangor Pulp and Paper Company was 
forced to assign, with liabilities aggregating $100,000 

The Orono Pulp and Paper Company at once assumed 
charge of the property and has operated it since, Charles H. 
Sawyer having charge of it. In the nine years which have 
elapsed the business has flourished under his management 
and many improvements have been made. 

Mr. Sawyer has also had much to do with the erection 
of the new sulphite mill in South Brewer. 


Papaw Paper Making Material. 


Consul Griffith, writing from Matamoras, Mexico, says 

“Interest has been created in this district by the sugges 
tion that the fibre of the papaya, commonly known as the 
Mexican papaw, would probably afford an admirable ma- 
terial for the manufacture of high grade paper. 

“The fibre in question is the full length of the tree 
trunk, and appears to be quite strong and rather silky in 
texture. With the exception of the bark and a small pithy 
heart, the trunk is composed entirely of this fibrous ma- 
terial. Some samples of the fibre have been sent to an 
\merican paper*expert and manufacturer, with the pur- 
pose of having it tested with reference to its adaptability 
for the manufacture of the higher grades of paper. 

“The plant grows rapidly, attaining a diameter of from 
2 to 3 inches when one year old. It requires no special 
care nor cultivation, and grows luxuriantly on either the 
sandy or black waxy soil of this region. 

“Although known as the Mexican papaw, it is claimed 
that the papaya is not indigenous to Mexico, but was 
brought to this country originally from the Moluccas by 
the Spaniards, a fact well worth noting, for, if it proves 
to be anything like as good a paper maker as its friends 
urge, it might be tried in Florida and California. 

“To judge from its appearance, it seems probable that 
no decorticating machinery would be required in its treat- 
ment, as the fibrous material is devoid of woody elements 
to all appearances.”

The Rates That Are Now in Force—Special War Duties— 
Rates That Apply to Paper, Etc., From the 
United States,

WasHINGton, D. C., August 14, 
‘tariff of the present year provides that the dutiable value

of imported articles shall be the actual cost of the articles 
at the place of purchase, production, or fabrication, with 
the addition of packing charges, cost of transportation, in- 
surance, and all other charges incurred up to the arrival of 
the articles at the port of importation. In the event that 
an article is dutiable under more than one rate of duty, it 
is to be assessed according to the highest of such rates. 
Special war duties are imposed in certain instances, and 
these became operative on July 1 of the present year, and 
are to remain in force until one year after the close of the 
war. 

Japan also levies varying rates of duty, having a general 
and a conventional duty, a consumption and a special con 
sumption tax, and now the additional war tax. 

The United States is classified with those having the 
“most favored nation” treaty, thus entitling her goods to 
entry at the conventional, or lower, rate of duty. It is also 
arranged that the war tax is not to be levied upon goods 
imported from those countries sharing the privilege of the 
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“most favored nation” clause, provided they are accom 
panied with an authorized certificate of origin: 

The following are the rates of duty, of interest to the 
trade: 

Printing machines, 5 per centum ad valorem. 

Books, blank and printed blank, and printed blank forms, 
15 per centum; war tax, 10 per centum ad valorem. 

Ink, lithographic, .o58c. per kin, of about 1% pounds

Paper, Chinese wall, 10 per centum. 

Paper, printing, .579c. per 100 kins. 

Weighing not more than 24 pounds per ream of 500 
sheets, and measuring not less than 1,086 square inches per 
sheet, .39c. per 100 kins. 

Paper, all other kinds, duty 10 per centum ad valorem. 

Paste board, 10 per centum ad valorem. 

Straw board, 15 per centum; war tax, 5 per centum. 

Bookbinders’ cloth, duty .o12c.; war tax, .oo8c. per square 
yard. 

Pulp for making paper, .17c. per 100 kins

Additional property controlled by the Crane interests at 
Dalton will be devoted to the generating of electricty for 
power purposes and an old mill site will be converted into a 
power plant. This plant will be connected with the first 
plant started and the power from either or both plants will 
be transferred over one general main to the mills desiring 
the power. 

Clyde Coon, who was employed in the finishing depart- 
ment of the St. Regis Paper Company’s mill at Deferiet, 
N. Y., was drowned Sunday morning while in swimming 
in Black River. Soon after entering the water young Coon 
was seized with a cramp, it is believed, and sank imme- 
diately. He did not come to the surface. He was twenty 
years of age and unmarried. He is survived by his father, 
Henry Coon, of Canada, and three sisters, one of whom 
resides at Great Bend and two in Syracuse. 


A feature of the development of the Sault (Ont.) indus 
tries which is attracting considerable attention is the large 
umount of wood which, under Superintendent Modgson’s 
direction, is cut for the various departments of the work. 
In one year this included 120,000 cords of wood for char 
coal used in the manufacture of steel; 130,000 cords of 
pulp wood, 10,000,000 feet of pine for the saw mills, and 
200,000 feet of birch for veneers. This forest wealth is not 
wasted or sent out of the country to build up foreign in- 
dustry, but is converted into products of greater value in 
Canada 

J. S. Larke, commercial agent of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in Australia, has returned to Canada for a short 
visit. He is convinced that Canadian products can be sold 
very freely in Australia if the manufacturers here make a 
point of studying the markets of the commonwealth. He 
notes that Australia has been buying Canadian paper. He 
considers that British Columbia should be able to produce 
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paper at a profit for the Australian publishers. It has pulp 
wood, water power and shipping facilities that are almost 
ideal. Much of the paper sent from Canada to Australia 
goes through houses in the United States and Great 
sritain 


Keystone Paper Box Factory Burned. 

PittssurG, August 14, 1905.—The loss by fire recently at 
the Keystone Paper Box Factory is estimated at $20,000, 
the loss in stock and machinery being the larger part of 
this sum. The building is a four story brick, comparatively 
new. 

The floors and interior woodwork are badly burned, but 
the walls are not seemingly injured. The machinery, in- 
cluding two gas engines, suffered from both fire and water 
The plant was insured for $8,000. The factory is owned 
by Rouss & Soupoff, and the senior member of the firm is 
now visiting in Los Angeles, Cal.

Suit Brought Against Wall Paper Manufacturer, Who Is 
Alleged to Have Imported Foreign Workmen—Hearing 
Has Been Held, but the Court Reserved Decision. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

lforonto, Canada, August 14, 1905.—In connection with 
the labor difficulties at the works of the Menzie Wall Pa- 
per Company at New Toronto, John Caldwell, a member of 
the Wall Paper Makers’ Union, brought a case under the 
alien labor act of Canada against Herman Felsing, super- 
intendent of the works, accusing him of having brought 
five workmen from New York city contrary to the provis- 
ions of the act. The five men were Charles Sutton, An- 
drew Millet, James Millet, A. McClinchy and Joseph Mc- 
Ginn. The case was tried before Magistrate Ellis, in To 
ronto, and the defense was that while Felsing, who is a 
United States citizen, was in New York to purchase ma- 
chinery he told these men there were vacancies and the 
current rate of wages, but did not hire them. The men all 
said their parents were British subjects and they did not 
know whether their parents had ever changed their al- 
legiance. They also said Felsing advanced the money to 
pay for their transportation, but it was a loan. The men 
were hired by the manager of the company in Toronto. 
The prosecution alleged that the Toronto hiring was a 
blind. The magistrate reserved judgment. L. 


Sterling Paper Company versus Niles Tool Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 14, 1905.—The Sterling Paper 
Company has filed an injunction suit against the Niles 
Tool Works to restrain the defendant firm from occupy- 
ing or obstructing that portion of North Second street re- 
cently granted it by the city council. The paper company 
averred in its petition that it is the owner of a part of lot 
No. 88, abutting the donated street, upon which is located 
a part of its plant, and that it will suffer irreparable dam- 
age if the thoroughfare is closed up. A temporary injunc- 
tion was granted by Judge Jones, and the Sterling Com- 
pany gave bond in the sum of $300. 

For some time the Niles Tool Company threatened to

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THE LAW OF PATENTS. 


District of Columbia Court of Appeals Reverses Decision of 
Commissioner of Patents—The Case in Point That 
of Jordan Engine Improvement. 


A decision has recently been made public in which the 
District of Columbia Court of Appeals has reversed a de- 
cision of the Commissioner of Patents, in which he refused 
to issue a patent for certain improvements in paper pulp 
machinery, the refusal being based upon the ground that 
the invention was on sale for more than two years before 
the application was filed. The invention is an improvement 
in the driving end of a Jordan refining engine, and the 
statutory bar was the sale of one engine nineteen months 
before the date of filing papers for a patent on the improve- 
ment. 

Mr. Mills, the inventor of the improvement, was, at the 
time of the making of the invention and construction of 
the engine, a manager of the Emerson Manufacturing 
Company, which was engaged in the making and selling of 
paper mill machinery, including Jordan engines. He was 
not financially able to build a Jordan engine, embodying 
his invention, nor to put one in operation. He tried in 
several ways to get one built, but was dependent upon his 
employers to incorporate the invention in one of the Jor- 
dan engines, and this the company would not do until it 
had an order for one of the machines improved in this 
manner. Such an order was given by the Nashua River 
Paper Company in 1898, and the Emerson Company ac- 
cepted the order, with the understanding that Mills was 
not to have any royalty or profit from the machine in ques- 
tion. It was also sold upon the understanding that should 
it prove defective in any way the Emerson Company would 
“make good” to the purchaser. The machine was experi- 
mental in every way, and was so considered. No proper 
test of paper mill machinery can be had without putting it 
into actual use. The engine was completed in April, 1899, 
and was not tested until September, 1809, up to which date 
no effort had been made to sell any more of the engines, al- 
though they were catalogued in March of that year, and 
before even this first experimental engine was made. It 
was clearly made for testing, and a shop test was made be- 
fore shipment, but this did not remove it from the realm 
of the experimental. Therefore, the only question for con- 
sideration was whether a machine made and sold under 
such conditions more than two years prior to the filing of 
an application for a patent was really a sale as contem- 
plated by the Revised Statutes. Certain deductions have 
been made from enunciations of the court in this connec- 
tion: 


First—A single unrestricted sale by the inventor of his 
invention is a public sale, or puts it “on sale” within the 
meaning and intent of the Revised Statutes. 

Second—A single sale of the invention by the inventor 
for experimental purposes, where he is unable otherwise to 
make proper tests, does not put the invention “on sale” 
within the meaning of the statutes. 

Third—Where a clear case of “on sale” is established, the 
burden is on the inventor to prove that the sale was for 
the purpose of having proper tests made and that the sale 
was, at least to that extent, a restricted sale. 

There is a right of the inventor to have a reasonable 
time for making experiments for the purpose of perfecting 
an invention or demonstrating its utility, and this has been 
recognized from 1839 to the present time; and in the case 
at issue only one sale was made, and that a restricted sale 
and for the purpose of experiment; and it has been recog- 
nized by the authorities that the experimental use of the 
invention need not necessarily be by the inventor himself 
nor at his shop. It is safe to say that a machine can best 
be tried under the conditions of ordinary use for which it 
is designed, and it would be absurd to say that to test an 
engine, or other machine, intended for use in making pulp 
or paper, an inventor is not at liberty to have the actual 
trial made in some one else’s paper mill, but must buy or 
erect his own mill. It would also be unfair to hold that 
an employee, who had not the means to build a machine, 
except by permitting his employer to build one containing 
his invention, and to sell it conditionally and for the pur- 
pose of experiment, should be deprived of his invention 
where he filed his application within two years from the 
date of the experimental trial of his machine. Nor would 
it be fair to hold that, because no change was found to be 
necessary in the invention after its trial by the Nashua 
Company, therefore it was not a sale for experimental test. 

It was held by the Court of Appeals that forfeiture of 
invention cannot, and, in fairness, should not have been 
predicated upon this one sale relied upon. There was mani- 
fest error in the decision of the Commissioner, and his con- 
clusion was reversed to the effect that the appellant was 
not entitled to a patent. AFT.

Machine for Making Pulp Boards. 

Frank Eugene Keyes, of New York city, has been grant 
ed lettcrs patent No. 796,584 on a machine for making pulp 
boards 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 is a diagram 
matic view in section of a machine embodying the inven 
tion, and Fig. 2 is a similar view of a modification 


The machinery consists of a vat divided into two com 


partments by a transverse partition, and having cylindrical 
molds—one for each vat—the molds being so located as to 
revolve in the vats, each taking up a layer of fibre from 
the pulp contained in its vat. One of these vats is de- 
signed to contain the ordinary white pulp, while the other 
carries a colored pulp. These molds revolve, and each de 
posits its layer of pulp on its couch roll, and both couch 
rolls deposit their continuous layers of pulp on the wind 
ing roll located above them. 

With this apparatus one couch roll deposits a continu 
ous layer of white or uncolored pulp on the winding roll, 
while the other deposits on the white layer a continuous 
layer of colored pulp, thus producing a wound cylinder 
made up of continuous layers of alternate white and col 
ored pulp. This cylinder thus formed is severed and flat- 
tened out to form a sheet or board, and the latter when 
dried and finished closely resembles natural wood, with its 
grain regularly disposed through same 

Instead of employing a couch roll for each mold one 
couch roll may be so located to take the layers from both 
molds, and when so used the layer of pulp or fibre from 
one mold would be deposited on the layer of fibre taken 
up by the couch from the other mold, and thus become 
united before being transferred to the winding roll.

The Stuff Box on Monday Morning—Regulating the Screw 
at Stuff Gate—Screens and Their Troubles— 
The Various Kinds of Aprons. 


The stuff pump accomplishes its part in making paper ‘by 
forwarding the stuff from the stuff chest to the stuff box 
of the machine. The stuff box is seldom a source of an- 
noyance to the machine man, although it is capable of 
causing trouble at times. Monday morning is one of these 
times. The stuff, lying idle in the box from Saturday 
night, becomes caked and hardened, and if the machine 
tender neglects to rid the box of this caked and hardened 
stuff before “starting up,” in nine times out of ten a piece 
of it will become clogged in the stuff gate and will cause 
the wire to run bare of stuff and necessitate a shutdown. 

A knowledge of how many pounds difference a turn of 
the screw, to which the stuff gate is attached, makes will 
aid the machine man in keeping even and correct weight 
when he is engaged in changing to different weights and 
speeds. This can be ascertained by measuring the space 
the gate is open when a certain number of pounds per hour 
is being made. For example, if the gate was open 6-8 of an 
inch and the machine is producing 800 pounds of paper an 
hour, it is very easy to find how much open it would have 
to be to produce 100 pounds per hour, and any larger 
amount can be figured from this basis. When doing so, 
the loading materials and furnish of the order must be 
considered. 

In the average paper mill each machine is run so as to 
produce a certain amount of paper per hour. Sometimes it 
may make 200 or 300, more or less, and consequently the 
gate is mostly in one position, except when used to regulate 
the weight of the sheet, and, as a result, the thread of the 
screw to which the gate is attached, becomes much worn 
in this one place. In order to increase or decrease the 
weight of the sheet one or two pounds, the screw must be 
turned in some instances twice as far as it would were the 
thread not worn. As an illustration of this defect in a stuff 
gate, I know of an instance when a machine tender weighed 
his sample sheets and found them two pounds heavy. To 
bring the paper to weight he shut off stuff by means of the 
stuff gate sufficiently to ordinarily amount to two pounds. 


Upon weighing the sheets again an hour afterwards, h« 
found no difference in the weight. He located the trouble 
at once by placing his finger on the stuff gate, while he 
operated the gate with his left hand 
a full turn of the screw to move the gate a particle. He 


He found it required 


was a new man on the machine, but had had experience 
in this matter before. His mate had told him nothing of 
it, although he was well aware that the gate was defective. 
It is a common occurrence to see a new machine man on 
an old machine making discoveries of its weaknesses, of 
which his mate does not tell him. If this man had not dis- 
covered the defective gate at that time, his paper could 
not have run very even to weight. 

After leaving the stuff box the stuff passes on through 
the sand boxes to the screens. In its passage through 
these boxes, or trough, it goes through what might be 
aptly termed the “Valley of Peace,” for sand boxes never, 
to my knowledge, have caused a machine man to swear. 
The screens are the opposite, and “Old Tom” Jacobs used 
to say, “When that darn stuff gits to the screens, it goes 
to hell.” 

Another old machine tender made a remark about 
the screens to me one day, when we were engaged in dis 
cussing the merits of the different makes, and I have never 
forgotten his remark. It was as follows: “We all know,” 
said he, “that the screens of today are far ahead of the 
old fashioned knocker screen, but I'll be darned if they all 
ain’t like six months old babies. You can’t depend on ’em.” 
He did not word his comparison exactly as I have, but he 
used words conveying the same meaning. Nine out of ten 
machine men will agree with him. Of the many reasons 
that cause screens to become defective, the most common 
is the loss of motion. The diaphragm of the screen gets 
out of level, and consequently only one end of the screen 
is doing the work. The most frequent cause of this is that 
the boxes in which the eccentric shaft rests become worn 
from lack of oil. A good method of ascertaining the con- 
dition of the diaphragm’s level is by placing a straight edge 
across the screen frame when the box part of the screen 
containing the screen plates is raised up. By measuring 
the space between the straight edge and the rubber sur- 
face of the diaphragm, the defect is easily located and can 
be properly adjusted. The gate which regulates the flow 
of stuff from the screen ‘is very often improperly adjusted, 
and it injures the proper working of the screen. If raised 





too high it causes the stuff to back up against the under 
surface of the screen plate. 
impairing the suction of the screen. 

Long stuff will quickly cause the machine man and his 
crew to realize that a part of the machine consists of a 
device called screens, and he and his helpers appear cov- 
ered from head to foot with fine particles of stuff and wet 
clothes soon after the arrival of the long stuff in the 
screens. This causes them to swear, and what spare time 
the machine tender can afford he devotes to the beater 
engineer, telling him what he doesn’t know and what he 
should know. His paper is light and wild looking, and so 
is he, and his troubles have been increased tenfold by the 
long stuff. 

Screens are run at such a high speed that it is absolutely 
necessary they should be kept well oiled. 

Of the several methods used in cleaning the screens one 
of the best is to crease the slots of the screen plates 
once or twice a week with a circular piece of smooth cor- 
set steel. Care should be exercised that they are not 
scratched, as that retards the screening capacity and gath- 
ers dirt. After the creasing a stream of water, its force 
increased by steam pressure, is found to be capable of 
thoroughly cleansing the plates. 

The use of vitriol upon the plates is detrimental to clean- 
liness of product. While it may clean the plates thor- 
oughly, it will cause dirt to start from other places with 
which it comes in contact. 
in a rough condition. 


It also leaves the screen plates 


A screw or nut working loose on the screen plate will 
allow the stuff to become clogged between the plate and 
its support, and the motion of the screen will hammer this 
stuff into small knots, which later appear on the machine 
as lumps or scabs. 

If the screens received as much attention from the ma 
chine man as they should, his work would be much im- 
proved. It is a part of the machine that is much neglected, 
probably because, as a rule, the screens are in a room by 
themselves and away from the machine room. 

The stuff next arrives at the head box of the machine. 
The head box acts as a recruiting place for the stuff be- 
fore it goes on its journey over the machine. For this 
reason alone it should be clean and so built that it will not 
allow the stuff to “lie dead” in parts of it. Some boxes

On page 10 of this issue of THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
is printed the story of a recent decision by the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals overruling the decision of the 
Commissioner of Patents declining to grant a patent to an 
inventor because an experimental machine had been sold 
two years before application for a patent was made, this 
sale being made under peculiar and conditional provisions 
necessary tothe sale, owing to the fact that the inventor did 
not have capital to then develop his invention. The court 
holds that a single sale of an article made by the inventor 
for experimental purposes, where he is unable otherwise 
to make proper tests, does not put the invention “on sale” 
within the meaning of the statute, and in the case on trial 
the conditional sale was clearly to make the proper tests. 
It was no invalidation of the inventor's rights that the 
machine did the work required of it without change, and 
fulfilled the conditions of the contract. 

The invention in question was an improvement in a Jor- 
dan engine, and to hold that, in order to come within the 
rules, the inventor could only test that machine in his own 
paper mill would be not only a hardship but an absurdity. 
Authorities have regularly held that the testing of an in- 
vention need not necessarily be by the inventor himself, or 
even on his property or in his control, and that a test car- 
ried on otherwise does not adversely affect his rights to 
the result of his inventive genius. 


The Harmsworth Grant. + 
The concessions in Newfoundland to the Harmsworth 
interests, known as the Anglo-Newfoundland Development 
Company, have aroused the ire of Land and Labor of Lon- 
don, which attacks the proposition in a long article in a 
recent issue. After giving a history of the bill granting 
the concessions, Land and Labor says: 


The so-called “pulp bill,” under plea of encouraging a 
paper industry, actually sets up a power in one of the most 
iertile and promising regions of the British empire as ab- 
solute as that of the Czar or Sultan. The concession is 
perpetual. “For ever and ever” is the note that rings 
through the Newfoundland press. The lease is for 99 
years, but the government undertakes “at the expiration of 
every further term of 99 years” to renew the lease with 
“the same rents and royalties, covenants, provisions, and 
agreements.” So that Newfoundland is eternally bound, 
and long after the present capitalists are forgotten their 
descendants may be the sole ground landlords of a country 
half as large as Wales. The concession includes permission 
to “fell, cut down, and use all or any of the trees for the 
time being standing and growing on any part of the de- 
mised premises,” without any reafforesting obligations. 
The Harmsworths may sweep the land bare like a flight of 
locusts. Not only the land is handed over, but “lands cov- 
ered by water.” All streams, lakes, water courses, springs, 
are to be the property of the company for its milling and 
logging business, and it may divert, dam, or stop up all 
waters at its pleasure, and use all the power of the great 
waterfalls for driving its mills. Any person using any of 
the waterways on the territory for floating lumber must 
pay rent to the Harmsworth trust. * * * The whole of 
the 3,000 square miles of land and the property upon it, as 
well as mill property outside the concession shall be ex- 
empt from municipal taxation. Thus, throughout all future 
generations, the very germs of local government cannot 
spring up within the territory. The company is to be 
bound to give sites for churches or schools, but nothifig is 
said as to houses or shops, so that they can retain the power 
of expulsion from residence in the territory, and also will 
have power to prevent any selling of goods to their work- 
ers, except from their own stores. Every man in the whole 
region will have to buy all his goods at the company’s 
prices, and be liable to immediate exile if he incurs the 
company’s disfavor. It might be thought these powers— 
exemption from local and imperial taxation, absolute own- 
ership of timber, and also all minerals and precious and 
other metals, leave to charge rental for the use of water- 
ways, and landlord’s rights over every foot of the territory 

were amazing enough. But what of this? The Harms- 
worth combination is to have power, within 70 miles of its 
borders—that is, in an additional area twice as large as 
Wales—to “enter and take” any lands required by it for 
rights of way, telegraphs, telephones, railways, tramways, 
roads, mills, works, factories, warehouses, wharves, piers, 
docks or shipping facilities, paying to the dispossessed 
owners or occupiers a price to be settled, if necessary, by 
arbitration. “And upon payment to the owners or occu- 
piers aforesaid of the amount awarded in such arbitration 
the said lands shall become and be absolute indefeasible 
property of the lessee.” Not only is any property owner 
within 70 miles of Messrs. Harmworth’s borders to be 
compelled to “stand and deliver” if they covet any part of 
his land, but the government must do the same. Only the 
government will not receive even an arbitratiog price, but 
a rental working out at 12 acres a penny! Choice bits 
of picked land in important positions, at 12 acres a 
penny! Was ever anything like it heard outside Gilbertian 
farce? All the choice harbor land may be picked up thus 
and appropriated for 70 miles in every direction from 
Harmsworthland, provided that not more than half a mile 
square is seized upon in any single creek, harbor or hay. 
Rivals may thus be absolutely shut out from the rivers 
What, it may be asked, are “Messrs. Harmsworth, of Lon- 
don, England,” to pay for all these unheard-of concessions ? 


1. An annual rental of $2 a square mile. Even this paltry 
payment “shall not be payable on swamp or barren lands.” 
Yet on those barren lands, which are a free gift to the 
Harmsworths forever, towns for the workers may be built, 
and any ground rent charged that pleases the company. 
2. While there is no charge except the rent for the trees 
converted into pulp or paper, 50 cents a thousand feet shall 
be paid for trees converted into “sawn lumber.” 3. For 
“precious and other metals, minerals, and mineral sub 
stances,’ the company are to pay “5 per cent. of the net 
profits.” And this is how the “net profits” are ascertained. 
From the “gross price” received are to be deducted: I. 
Wages and salaries. 2. Ten per cent. per annum on the cost 
of buildings, shafts, engines, machinery, gear, tools, rails, 
plants, and effects of every description used in the mines 
or in connection with them. 3. Insurance of ditto. 4. 
Taxes, rates, assessments and duties. 5. Repairs, storage, 
freight, export duties and harbor, dock and other dues 
Thus the company may earn compound interest of Io per 
cent. before it begins to reckon the “net profits” on which 
the shilling in the pound is due to the government. It can 
prospect, sink trial shafis, lay down railways, and pay 
itself a perpetual Io per cent. on the works, whether indi- 
vidually remunerative or not, before it “owns up” to a 
halfpenny of that “net profit.” The payment for mineral 
wealth is therefore virtuaily nil! And that exhausts the 
payments under the agreement. A paltry $4,000 or $5,000 
a year—a fraction of the annual rent of a draper’s shop 
in a London suburb—for a vast monopoly, which within a 
few years may hold within its grasp towns, railways, har- 
bors, telegraphs, the industrial centres, and the means of 
communication of the colony! 

This is not only an interesting story, but a severe in- 
dictmént of the whole transaction. If the facts are as 
stated, then the Messrs. Harmsworth have certainly picked 
one of the “plums” of the century, provided, of course, the 
bill receives the sanction of the King. There is little won- 
der that the “concessions” have raised a storm of protest 


in Newfoundland. 


Losses From Bad Wiring. 

The course of a suit brought by fire insurance companies 
in Tennessee against a telephone company and the owner 
of an electric light plant to recover losses caused by a fire. 
which, it is alleged by the plaintiffs, was caused by the in- 
sufficiently insulated wires of either or both the defendants, 
will be watched with unusual interest. In these days, 
when almost every building is touched or entered by all 
sorts of wires carrying, or capable of carrying, electric cur- 
rents, there have arisen many new questions of responsibility 
for losses. In the case in question, the insured claims that 
his loss was greater than his insurance, and he sues for the 
difference between that insurance and his total loss, while 
the insurance companies are suing to recover the money 
that they paid to the insured. Many of these questions 
have arisen elsewhere, and it is not so long ago that a wall 
paper dealer of Greater New York recovered from an elec 
tric light company the loss suffered by him at a fire due, 
as he alleged, to defective insulation of the company’s 
wires. So many interests are affected in these days of the 
general use of electricity that there is apparently some 
complicated litigation to be settled by the courts. 

A special committee of the New York Assembly, ap- 
pointed each year to inspect the property of the State, has 
completed its tour for the year. It visited the pulp mills 
at Au Sable Forks and found the conditions formerly re- 
sulting from the discharge of refuse into the river consid- 
erably improved, if not altogether remedied. This will be 
disquieting news to the people who have been carrying on 
a campaign against alleged water pollution and claiming 
that the pulp mills in the vicinity of Lake Champlain were 
killing off the inhabitants of that country. 

According to a contemporary, in some German paper 
mills swallows have been observed making their nests in 
some corners of the roof of the engine room. They were 
not in any way disturbed by the work going on day and 
night. Curiously enough, they use the half stuff going over 
the machine as mortar by dipping pieces of straw into the 
pulp and joining them in the nest with the help of sticky 
paper fibre. It is remarkable that they only use well sized 
pulp, and avoid either unsized or badly finished or colored 
or tinted pulp. It is wonderful what “swallows” will do

A Long Contest Over Firm Dissolution. 


Justice MacLean, of the Supreme Court, handed down a 
decision last week in favor of Patrick J. McArdle, whose 
brother-in-law, Michael Donnelly, has been fighting him 
in the courts for a dozen years over a dissolution of part 
nership in the junk business 

McArdle and Donnelly were known as the “Scrap Iron 
Kings.” They accumulated a fortune in the junk business 
in New York and Albany. At the time the dispute arose the 
firm was known as M. Donnelly & Co. The quarrel was the 
result of a bill of sale of Donnelly’s interests, which was 
made after the partners could not agree. Joseph H. Choate 
appeared in the suit when Donnelly brought his action for 
an accounting and dissolution of the copartnership 

Ihe case was first tried before Justice Barrett, who dis 
missed the complaint. It was then tried before Justice 
Bischoff. In that trial. pistols were drawn in the court 
room and shots were fired Donnelly was arrested and 
tried on the shooting charges at the time, but was acquitted. 

The case has been in the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court twice, and also in the Court of Appeals, where 
a third trial was ordered 

In rendering judgment for McArdle, at the end of the 
third trial, Justice MacLean said that the bulk of proof was 
in favor of establishing McArdle’s contentions, and adds 
that, with due deference to the Appellate Division, which 
practically held that a case was made out for Donnelly, in 
his opinion, Donnelly has failed to make out a case. Jus- 
tice MacLean holds that the bill of sale was given for the 
dissolution of partnership and the absolute transfer of the 
property to McArdle 

In referring to the business in which the men were en 
gaged, Justice MacLean called it “opportunist traffic.” 
Donnelly says that he will take another appeal rhe

Litigation Over Alleged Bad Wiring. 


SHELBYVILLE, Tenn., August 14, 1905.—An unusual suit 
has been instituted in the Circuit Court here. It is that of 
J. H. McGrew and a number of fire insurance companies 
as plaintiffs against the Cumberland Telephone Company 
and J F Boyd, owner of the electric light plant here 
Some time ago the business house of McGrew and the 
stock therein were seriously damaged by fire. The Cum- 
berland Telephone Company and Boyd, the owner of the 
electric light plant, both had wires passing into the build 
ing, and it is now contended by McGrew and the insur 
ance companies that the building and stock were set on 
hire by one or the other or both of the wires The build 
ing and contents belonging to McGrew were partly insured 
and the insurance companies have paid him the amount ol 
the policies, but after receiving this McGrew claims that 
he is still a heavy loser by the fire, caused, as he insists, 
by the wires in question, which it is charged were improp 
erly placed within the building. The insurance companies 
claim that they are entitled to recover from Boyd and the 
telephone company the full amount paid by them to Mc- 
Grew McGrew claims all of his loss save the amount 
paid him by the insurance men. ‘The suit is brought 
against Boyd and the telephone company jointly.

have a head gate that is possessed of all the elements of 
an intricate piece of machinery. ‘This only acts as a gath- 
ering place of slime and does not create a more even flow, 
as some of its builders maintain, nor does it “bring up” 
the light edges so common on wide sheets 

The apron board or “shoe,” as it is sometimes called, 
next receives attention Those that are attached to the 
head box by hinges are the most simple and easily handled 
Others are attached by means of bolts and are more liable 
to get out of position, and by so doing cause the apron to 
become uneven, thus causing a difference in the appearance 
of the two sides of the sheet 

The apron is made of various kinds of material. A 
double apron, consisting of cheese cloth supporting a pure 
rubber apron, makes a very pliable and easily adjustable 
apron. It settles into the corners formed by the deckle 
strap and wire very naturally, and seldom causes rolls to 
appear in the finished sheet. I have known of the rubber 
apron lasting as long as five years on a 96 inch machine 
running at a speed varying from 8o to 180 feet per minute 
The protecting cheese cloth will run only four or five 
weeks, but it is inexpensive and saves its cost in protecting 
the rubber. Another material much in use, 
large machines, is a canvas apron with a rubber coating 


especially on 


on one side. It is treble stitched on one edge to prevent 
its shredding. With ordinary care it will last four or five 
months. Ordinary care consists of a little more than 
aprons receive from the majority of machine tenders. At 
least once during the week it should be thoroughly cleaned 
of foreign substances by means of a brush or wet cloth 
When the wires are in motion, or the deckles are being 
changed, the apron knee, or fender, should be so adjusted 
that it will insure the apron protection from the deckle 
straps and to keep them from coming in contact with the 
sides of the apron. It is from this cause alone that aprons 
are usually destroyed. During the idleness of the machine 
from Saturday night to Monday morning, a wet piece of 
felt placed over the apron will preserve its shape and 
prevent its edge from “ruffling.” In attaching the apron 
to the apron board tacks are sometimes used. These tacks 
at times become loosened, and eventually find their way be 
tween the couch rolls. They usually leave a mark that re- 
minds the machine tender, every time he sees it, of the 
necessity of using some other means to fasten the apron 
A much better and safer method is to secure a strip of 
wood of the required length and, after placing the apron 
in position, secure it to the apron board by means of this 
wooden cleat and three-quarter inch nails. The apron 
should be fitted so that the edge next to the slice will ex- 
tend nearly one-half inch over the first tube roll before 
the slice. The suction of the water leaving the stuff and 
passing through the wire will cause the apron to cling 
tightly to the wire and will insure a sheet free from apron 
ridges. These ridges in the apron cause-a mottled streak 
to appear in the paper. This may be remedied by fasten 
ing a piece of flat lead 2 or 3 inches square to a string and 
placing it upon that part of the apron that is ridged, and 
tying the other end of the string to a nail driven into the 
head box, to prevent the lead from passing under the slices 
“Joe” Bailey, a machine tender noted for carelessness 
and bungling work, once had recourse to this method of 
eliminating an apron ridge from the sheet of paper he was 
making. In securing the piece of lead to the string he 
used the same carelessness that had so often caused him 
extra work, and the result was that three hours after he 
had placed the lead in position it left the string’s company 
and journeyed the length of the wire, and then passed be 
tween the couch rolls. The paper broke on the first press 
and at the call of the back tender “Joe” appeared from 
somewhere and the paper was taken over the machine and 
placed on the reel. “Joe” never sought the cause of a 
“break” unless three or four came in succession; but on this 
occasion he did look through the sheet after it had been 
placed on the reel, and then he saw a space the size of the 
lead in the sheet “Toe” hustled 
down to the wire and pulled the string to which he had 


It looked very crushed 


attached the lead, but no fish or lead was on the end of it. 
As “Joe” observed the place on the wire where the lead had 
passed between the couch rolls, he began to sweat and 
scratch his head while forming some plan by which he 
could eradicate the mark. It appeared much worse than it 
really was, and its appearance excited “Joe” very much. 
He finally shut the machine down and “soused” the wire 
with a strong solution of vitriol, and then stretched it by put 
ting down the stretch roll further than it ever was before 
Immediately he did so a wrinkle, which extended the whole 
length of the wire, appeared, and when “Joe” saw it he 
became weak. It was caused by some of the wires carry- 
ing rolls being sprung, and “Joe” did not know they were 
in such a condition The only cure now was to put on a 
new wire, which was done. In the morning “Joe” ex 
plained to the “super” how a big string had passed be- 
tween the couch rolls and jammed the wire, and of his ef 
forts to remedy it and the result. So ended “Joe's” efforts 


in tying a piece of lead to a string 


Little rolls of stuff that at times appear in the sheet 


most commonly on its edges, are usually caused by the 
apron not fitting snugly into the corner formed by deckl 
strap and wire, or they may come from the apron being 


loosely attached to the fender at its junction with the head 
box Rolls caused by a hole in the apron will appear 
steadily, while most others will not 

In using a single rubber coated canvas apron a piece of 
dryer felt is first attached to the apron board. It extends 
from there to where the surface of the deckle strap and 
wire meet. It protects the rubber apron, but should b 
changed as soon as it shows indications of rotting. When 
it arrives at this condition the action of the wire upon it 
causes pieces of it to show up in the sheet They very 
much resemble rolls, and many a machine tender has 
looked in vain for the cause of their appearance. Of late 
years the endless apron has been successfully used in many 
mills. Some machine men praise it, while others condemn 
it, claiming that much difficulty is had in preventing th« 
With the advent of 
large machines and large deckle pulleys, the machine 


stuff from leaking about the fender 

tender finds it more difficult to set the apron. He usually 

climbs upon the frame to do so, and becomes stiff from 

balancing in a position that will enable him to set it prop 

erly. McD

Fire in International Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Watertown, N. Y., August 15, 1905.—A fire wh-ch orig 
inated in Mill A of the International Paper Company’s 
group of mills in this city caused $1,000 damage Monday 
afternoon. The fire caught in the chipping room of the 
sulphite mill. A conveyor pipe through which shavings 
are carried from the chipping machines to the kiln or so 
called “Dutch oven,” where they are burned, had just 
thrown a large quantity of shavings into the kiln and they 
were burning rapidly. It was discovered that a manhole 
into the oven had been left open, and the flames rushed up 
through this into the main portion of the chipping room 
lhe fire spread rapidly through the room, and it was soon 
apparent that unless help was at once summoned the work 
men themselves would be powerless to stop the fire and it 
would spread into the main portion of the mill, which 
stands just to the north of the chipping department. 

When the fire department arrived the flames had spread 


& 





quite generally through the chipping room and on to the 
roof of the building The fire was spreading rapidly 
toward the other portions of the building, but water and 
chemicals were soon at play, and within about twenty min- 
utes the flames were under control 

lhe principal damage was in the chipping room, and 
largely upon the roof and the upper portion of the build- 
ing, toward which the flames first rushed from the kiln 
It is said that the machines in the room are not badly dam- 
aged. It is probable that the water damage will be com- 
paratively slight, as the building contained nothing which 
could be seriously damaged by water 

When the fire first started Solomon McAdam, superin- 
tendent of repairs of the mill, whose home is at Glen 
Park, started from the building to prepare a way for the 
arrival of the fire department. A wire stretched across 
the road leading down into the mill, its fastenings having 
been burned away by the fire. McAdam caught this wire 
to throw it out of the road so that the department could 
pass, and the wire proved to be electrified, and it carried a 
heavy voltage. McAdam was thrown to the ground and 
rendered unconscious, and his comrades rushed to him 
and freed him from the wire, which he was at first unable 
to release. He had caught the wire in his right hand and 
continued to hold it until his fellow workmen pulled him 
free from it. He remained unconscious for about a minute, 
but was soon restored to his normal condition. His hand 
was badly burned and bruised. 

Che fire loss, about $1,000, is covered by insurance

PAPER.—Midsummer conditions still prevail in the 
market, with the result that there is but a small move- 
ment of goods. The situation, however, is considered a 
little stronger than it has been, as there are but two weeks 
left of the dull season. With the first of September in 
sight there is naturally a firmer tone to the quotations of 
the various kinds of paper. Now that the summer season 
is about at an end, an improvement in the demand is 
looked for. With the return of people to town after the first 
of the month, the consequent increased consumption of pa- 
per will cause a revival of trade all along the line. Until 
then, however, no material gain is expected by the deal- 
ers, although with the mill men some increase in business 
will be enjoyed before that time, as dealers and large con- 
sumers must have stocks before the fall trade sets in. 
3ecause of the quiet tone of general business: for a num- 
ber of months past and the conservative spirit manifested 
by purchasers of paper, the demand this fall may be a little 
later than usual in showing itself. When it does set in, how- 
ever, it is believed that it will be very heavy, as stocks in 
the hands of dealers and consumers are reported to be 
very light. At some of the mills there is said to be made 
up goods in large quantities which the manufacturers have 
been unwilling to market at the low prices which have 
prevailed for the past few months. The existence of these 
mill stocks, it is feared, may postpone the stiffening in the 
quotations which is expected to accompany the fall de- 
mand.

WOOD PULP.—The situation on ground wood has not 
changed within the past week. The unsettled feeling in 
regard to the future still exists.. As has been stated before, 
the causes of the disturbance have been the increased cost, 
$1.10 per cord, on Rossed Wood, due to the imposition of 
the 20 per cent. ad valorem duty and the countervailing 
duty of 25 cents per ton on Canadian pulp. Because of 
these new duties the paper manufacturers who use large 
quantities of Canadian wood or pulp. are considerably dis- 
turbed over the outlook. Some of them are planning to 
do their own rossing at their mills, while others have can 
celled their contracts for Canadian wood, having deter- 
mined to draw on the domestic supply. In addition to the 
unsettled state of the pulp market there are now reports 
of low water, particularly in Maine. Concerning the sup- 
ply of pulp on hand it is said that there is more than the 
average stock at the mills. The price is unchanged, being 
$14@15 at mills or $21.50@23 delivered. 


WOOD FIBRES.—With the starting up of the mills 
after the summer repairs the paper manufacturers are 
sounding the market to get a line on the situation. In 
response to their numerous inquiries they have leartted that 
Domestic Unbleached Sulphite is plentiful at comparatively 
low prices, that Domestic Bleached is fairly steady, but 
not strong as yet, and that Domestic Soda, while not in 
large demand at present, is apt to be very firm later on. 
In regard to Foreign stocks the paper manufacturers have 
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found out that the Unbleached is scarce and high, and the 
Bleached still a little quiet. We quote:
